SiKOf L*a XaHkartvit — Three men have 
arrived In the fjrijuffiarl, who tave performed n 
long and involuntiry voyage. Their adven- 
ture* have all tile interest attaching itaalf to 
peril* and dangers of the sea, and include, 
beside*, an account of recent Adittirslty works 
upon our northern coast, which will M n*w* 
to our reader*. The ttnry of then poor follow! 
i« taken from their own anon ths, and will need 
no enibeUiahment from ouraclvaa. Their namei 
are James Uoherty, James Davison, and Alex- 
ander Itaiiu— all working men. They left Pott 
Uacquirie, in New South Wales, (about three 
hundred mile* north of Sydney), in a hitch- 
boat, of fourteen tuns burden, en the 1 1th of 
July lut, it eight o'clock In the morning, for 
Camden Haven, {* distance of only a few 
miles), to fetch a load of green wattle bark for 
Mr. Qsanel M'Uineaa, tanner, of Port Mac- 
ouarie. and reached the month of the haven 
iu lire evening ; but a squall springing up frum 
tile westward drove them out to sea. Neither 
of thent understood the muusgenicnt of a host, 
nor were they tronerly supplied with sails, 
having only an old tarpaulin, which little 
anil iy or ed th* purpose. In the morning they 
had drifted a hundred mile* to tit* southward, 
and could clearly aea Port titephen*, at a dis- 
tance of about ten miles. The winterly gale 
again rieuig, drove them out oT light of Land 
in about two hours. They had neither 
waicli nor compau, but hiving a general idea 
that they *ttould msks for the west, dt-lunnined 
10 Itcer for tbe noon -day inn— the puailion of 
which they aupnosed to mark that point. We

thii unlucky blunder led 
them due north. They bad bui tittle provision 
on board, not having anticipated a long abaence, 
and foi the Ant three days their ahum and 
anxiety wu such that tliey eat nothing, sub- 
sisting ouly on a half-pint of brandy : on the 
fouith and fifth days, tliey had each a half-pint 
ui tea and a mouthful) of bread ; hut the 
tinder from which they bad obtained a urn be- 
coming accidentally damp, tliey were not alter- 
wanli able to buU tester, liny then iubai*led 
on uncooked dour aud water, but on the tenth 
diy, the supply running very short— in fact, 
being annual exhausted {they had only one 
bottle of water), tbey lived each upon two 
ouncea at doui dady, Which they mixed with 
silt water and a Hltle sugar, using tl." single 
bottle of trash w.tc, only lo moisten their lips 
once n day. Tha weather was for the most 
partstamiy i but though rain fell on every side, 
not "one drop gladdened the devoted boat. 
Limy alill plied tho oar, and endeavoured to 
urge forward their Little craft by sails made or 
their blankets, whrvh were all from time to 
time blown away. Thus, monotonously, passed 
twenty-ana days or anxiety, and of semi- 
•tuva'tion. nnd, itraagi lo say, without the 
leut dissentiun, but nut without alainiiiig 
danger!, 'ilia man Rain* twice foil overboard, 
and on one occasion wis only saved by hii 
companions catching st him as he rose in th* 
water by ths boat's wile. The ■CciJeut wu 
occuioned by a wave atrlking the boat 
suddenly during ■ violent storm.

The Chairman, iu opening the business 
of the day, laid that be had 1 be pleasure 
.if ■ second time introducing the worth) 
repretenutive for tbr couuly of Durham 
to bii constituent*, he having tuuie to re- 
deem the pledge given iu ihem to report 
fail proceedings He regretted thai other 
members of the Council had not adopted 
the tame step*, for he waa certain that all 
constituencies would be aa anxious uittal 
of Darhatn to hare the history uf the volet 
of their iepre*entalive* from iheir own 
tip. There might be • difference uf opi- 
nion between the member and bii contti- 
tuenla on tone poiati, yet he waa tore 
that on the whole they agreed with him 
(the Chairman) ia laying that they were 
fortunate in hating been able to tend 
■uch a member to thai house to defend 
and protect their righlt. He would now 
call on Mr. Windeyer lo addreu Ihettt. 

Mr, Wnldcyer came forward amidrt 
great applauie, and said that he appeared 
before them in purtuante uf a pledge 
nude by him at hit election, and though 
Uae voters who came to Ins pulling place 
were not more numerous than the gentle- 
men prneot, yet he wiabed thry cuuld 
make it convenient to meet him at Pater- 
son, for he wat afraid that hit appearance 
in Maitland might be thought to cut a 
leiVction on those whose duly it might 
be thought to be Ui meet their c< mat intents 
there alto. He mutt eiprettly tay that 
that iu not hit idea, and he fell assured 
that ii those gentlemen cuniicered it hi he 
their duly to come forward to meet their 
eonttituenta, tbey would do »o. Seeing 
ao many of the country constituents of 
the county of Durham present, and ai agri- 
culture waa with them a matter of pua- 
■ no mil importance, he would begin with 
that topic, and more especially aa on that 
point he had differed with aonie uf them. 
The matter he should refer to wu not one 
uf the girateet importance, yet indirectly it 
might be aaid to bear on the matter in 
dispute ; he referred to Mr. Lowr'a ad- 
drruto the Crown, praying for the idmit- 
1100 of Australian wheat into England on 
tbr aam* tenia aa the wheat of Canada. 
The motion had been suggested by ihe 
luccets of a similar application made tu 
the crown by the Canada*, and there wu* 
no reason to believe that a similar chance 
would iim be given to them, and that 
their application would not be successful. 
Then Wat no duubt that in the palmy 
Jays of the colony the eipurtation of 
wheal would have been merely a secondary 
consideration , but now the cane »n 
altered, and it became a matter of tome 
importance, aa, frum calculations made, 
an average price would accrue of St- per 
buabel, and thus a minimum price of ii. 
per bushel would be secured to the settler. 
The exportation of wheat waa like (he 
boiling down of cattle ; it was certainly 
not iu good aa Stts. or ii for sheep, or 
affl or at 10 a head tor cattle, but 
■till it waa belter than nothing, fur 
it secured their stock from becoming 
vnlsseleis, and thawed then a poiut below 
which Ikey could not go ; and the Rngliih 
market would nave Ihe same effect on 
wheal. A similar application had gone 
home from Van Diemen't Land, which 
had been well backed up by the return- 
mendation of iheir Governor j he cuuld 
not say what Sir Ueorge Oipps had writ- 
ten home on the subject, but there wat 
no reason tu believe thai he would op- 
pose il. The next point that he would 
turn to wu one upon which he had 
differed from their neighbour, Mr. Went 
worth, and he considered it bis duty Iu 
oppose him. This, wat a plan which that 
gentleman had formed of converting tome 
two or three thousand tinkers and tailors 
into small fanner*, The advantage! urged 
were, the employment of the unoccupied 
mechanic*, and, strange to say, the 
advancement of the agricultural interest. 
He differed from both these opinion* ; for 
in the tint place, the mechanic could not 
possibly be served, a* if farmer* who had 
been the greater part of their lives occupied 
In tiich pursuits could but barely make 
both ends meet, he did not see what the 
tinkers and tailor* eousd do on a farm 
except to wane the capital given into thru- 
hands, and which might be belter em- 
ployed ; and aa to encouraging the burner, 
he thought il rather a it range way tu do 
so, by establishing new farm* and making 
new farmer*, when farmer* were already 
too plentiful, and wheat and other grain so 
low. With respect to protective duliee, 
upon which point lie had diffeied with 
then, he would merely observe that 
market* were very obstinate things, and if 
a protective duly bad been put on corn, he 
was afraid that that grain would have re 
limine J obstinately at 8d. or ltd. a bushel . 
but the markets had been left to them 
•elves, and by a natural process had re 
lieved thensselvei, for those wh.t grew *u 
much corn I sat year bad slacken ej in so 
duing, and in consequence the price of 
corn had risen. He was miry lo uppuse 
Mr. Went worth, for it had given an ap< 
|«arauce of diecoid in their camp, and 
because it had no doubt given a very gnat 
deal of pleaturr ia certain u Barters, and he 
had therefore endeavoured tnaukter up the 
breach at quickly a* possible. The next 
point he should refer lo vat the Colonial 
Nptril* Exportation Bill, lo which list 
Uovernor had withheld hi* content, but 
without saying why. Ha had voted tot 
the bill . he taw no harm in sending out 
uf the eokmy a very Large stock of colon ia] 
spirit*, which wen on hand, stored np, 
The opposition had 
tiie plea thai it would give an 

■ drawback to be 
011I, and that which might otherwise he a 
source of wealth to the colony waa now 
shut up and useless. Tin* we* a question 
of importance to them, at they would 
always have a quantity of refuse in their 
vinevsud* fit for aothusg but distillation . 
ami in a few yean, when their vineyards 
bruarae extents re, be could nui see him 
thly wen lo get rid of the spirit* to be 
distilled if tbey wete not to export them 
The next point he thou Id advert to, was 
oste which showed that activity and public 



* spirit were not without their reward, and 
1 it must encourage them and all the colony 
to put forward their energies in tuppoil 
of a public object ; he alluded to the 
Dredging Machine Committee and their 
exertions. In (he first instance, the petition 
fur the u»e of the dredging machine had 
met with a Hat refusal by the Governor, 
who, it appeared, laboured under tome 
iniiajiprehension uu the ninjrit, and has) 
given a mual unsatisfactory answer. Whan 
the deputation waited l>ii the tiuvernur, 
the Fort Phillip depulaliun on the tame 
subject waited on hint at the same lime, 
and, like Ihetn, received * denial. But 
the Mullaud committee, instead of tilting 
down quietly w ith the refusal, punned the 
jjruper iour.se, by procuring evideuce 14 
show liis Kxielleru * I bat he wat in the 
w rung. They had the river surveyed, and 
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kiTy fur them, they had a clever sot 
veyor residing amongst them, particularly 
la the branch for which his service* were 
required , for he believed that Mr. While, 
the gentleman alluded to, had been a 
marine surveyor in lingluid, and he had 
drawn a plan of the river to neatly, 
making so pretty a picture of it, that he 
had only to stew it to the different 
members of the Council tu seeute theit 
votes. This plan waa hi* great gun ; he had 
presented il at each uf tl tern, and all had 
yielded to their exertions. His Kxcrllrncy 
wax convinced that he wu in the wrong, 
and had had the magnanimity Iu acknow- 
ledge it, which was not a very usual thing 
with him, and all the notions that he hid 
cvnccirtd were cleared up, one uf which he 
believed waa, that there wat a ledge of 
rock running acrots ihe river at the Flat*. 
They had, however, behaved so discreetly 
during bit Excellency'* visit tu ihe Hun- 
ter, tiling the proper bowing and polite- 
ness, that they had at length got the 
dredging machine, which wat now up, 
and would go tu wurk at soon as the p 11 tils 
were ready. The only result that had 
accrued to him was that the Port Phi Nip - 
plant were dreadfully enraged with him, 
because they imagined that he had out- 
manoeuvred them, but if they had done to 
it had all been fair and above board, and no 
inure Ihau they were allowed lo do; and ra- 
ther than anger they deterred praise from 
the Purl Phtltippiani for having shown 
them the way to get the dredging machine, 
after they had done with it in the Hunter. 
This had been of vail importance lo the 
district, fur their well-being depended en- 
tirely upun the traffic being kept up frum 
Ihe north and west, and if the outlet were 
blocked up, Ihe whole district wuuld be 
ruined, at far as their commercial pros- 
perity wat concerned. From conver- 
sations he had had, at well as from ihe 
pages of the Maitland Mtrevry, he had 
gathered that theie was a party, which he 
hoped was only 11 small one, which wu 
opposed to the grazing interest* ; this lie 
Wat sorry for, at every pertou iu the 
colony was dependent on the grating or 
squalling interest for the comforts they 
enjoyed 1 They had been compared lo 
the squatien of America, but in that 
country the squatler* were of compara- 
tively little account, they being merely 
the pioneers of civilization, pitying bui a 
small giart in that country, which would 
be equally at great if the squatted were 
put an end to 1 but that wat not their 
case, for the squatter* instead of being 
mere excrescences, at in America, made 
the colony of New South Wales, and 
without them they would have nothing 
but their farm., corn, and pigt, without 
those many rcfiuementt of civilisation 
which were only lo be obtained by com- 
merce, the squatters being thus a source 
for procuring money, whereby the 
colony vet* not dependent alone on 
what they grew themselves, In 
the country parts of America, a reference 
tu all the work* on that country would 
show that alt that waa wanted wat grown 
by themselves, the inhabitant* being re- 
duced tu a slate of barter, changing their 
corn and produce for cloth, which was like- 
wise mostly hum* made, for tfor* cloth wat 
too expensive for use ; and, inch was their 
mate, that a girl going to a store to bay a 
bonnet wat thought guilty uf a great piece 
of extravagance. At first the culony had 
a market in the 'government expenditure, 
and when that ceased a great marl sprung 
up for ihem on Liverpool Fleitu, and 
throughout the colony, which were in feci 
to many Maachesten and liinninghaim 
lo them, making a market for them by 
the expenditure of £600,000 annually 
tec rived for wool. If this fund ceased, all 
their comfort* would end with il ; they 
might indeed go on bartering, but as lo 
luxuries, which were only to be obtained 
with money, ihey were out of ihe question I 
and he thought lhat the real comfort* tbey 
enjoyed were worth Use barbarous inde- 
pendence Ihey would have if rhut up on 
their farms, and confined lo their uwn 
resource*. If, then, the annihilation of 
the squatting internl Would tead tu anni- 
hilate them, surely anything that tended to 
check tbr prosperity of the squatters must 
tend 10 check them 1 and although the pre- 
sent Act, front want of proper management, 
was open to abuse, yet all cuuld equally 
avail themselves of it, and any iieraon that 
could raise £20 could go out and take a 
flock of threp upon (iovrrninriil land. It 
wat necessary that ihey should lie taxed 
for the protection tbey enjoyed; but ihey 
•mghi nut to be taxed far occupying the 
land, which waa public property, and lo 
be looked upun a* the tame at a commun 
or the sea. There wat no u* laid on the 
fisheries of Newfoundland or the coast of 
Scotland, at it would have been absurd, if 
I fosse living in ihe town had said that the 
fishermen were making too much money 
and bad attempted to have taxed them. 
All lhat they could do had been done, for 
regulation* had been made at to the boats 
not interfering with each other, at tu the 
time of casting their net* . but tbey might 
have a* many boat* aud iheir net* aa large 
as they chose, and to hate attempted to 
put an end lo them would hare been 
absurd ; and if any demagogue, any minia- 
ture Alderman Macdermotl, had arisen 
and prepn u d such a thing, he would 
have been laughed at, The question here 
was rather more complicated than Ihe 
rithery question ; but very little, and t he 
oulj right lhat could te exercised over the 
squatien would be to tee thai iherr arose 
abuse, and that one peraon did not take 
twenty or thirty mile* of pasture more 
than lie required. Ii was true thai one 
|iertun occupied more food than another, 
but then, at far 4t nlock wa* concerned, 
he paid in proportion, and if any abuse 
bad 1 re pi in of person* occupying

I of remedying such a defect would slave | 
lieen In have altered the Act, and tu have 1 

. curtailed the power of the Commissioner*, 
from Ihe abuae of whose power the evil 
had originated. The original taw of occu- 
pation wit that they should take potsettion 
of whatever they required, and not twenty 
miles beyond ; but because now there 
happened In have been tome abuse crept 
in, the Uovernor, who had been so lung 
used to govern of his uwn accord, that he 
would not take advice, had issued the 
fams-d regulations, which mutl have 
created alarm even if ihey had been good, 
because people, teeing the power he pos- 
sessed, would nnt invest tlieir money in 
sheep or stork. This wat the only thing 
that kept down the piice of sheep ; even 
now, when wool was high and labour 
reasonable, i.*op]e would not invest their 
tnuney in stock, fur fear that the Governor, 
teeing them getting on too well, even 
under the present regulation*, should take 
it into hit head to make some further 
regulations still more stringent than those 
lately pasted. But these irguhuion*, 
imteid of being perfect, wen defective, 
aud there wat not one of the hundred 
and udd gentlemen who had been 
written to on the subject but bad 
pronounced them impracticable, and 
when the whole community rose at one 
man and said lhat Ihey would entail ruin 
■in tin-in, tuicly one wuuld think lhat hi* 
Excellency would pause. But his Excel- 
leucy had made up hi* mind, and imagined 
that the squatter* were loo strung, and 
ought consequently to be put down. If 
these regulations were lo be worked uut, 
he looked forward to the consequence* 
with at much dread as he had done 10 the 
evils of two yeart ago. rtheep were low 
now, but they must be lower ttill if they 
were put at the mercy of such caprice a* 
had been manifested on the preaent subject : 
and it would be tou much to say thai the 
wealth of the community should be pot at 
the mercy of a tingle individual, let him 
be ever to wise. Connected with this 
question wat that of the minimum price of 
crown land*, which the committee had 
reported as too high, and that thit had 
prevented the emigration of people with 
capital ; but on this there wat nu diffe- 
of opinion. He had no further 
interest in the question than that of every 
other colonttl, and he had felt Fiimtea 
called upun to mppurt the measures 
proposed j and he hoped ultimately l!mt 
they would procure an audience at home, 
and lhat the squatters would be put upon 
tome certainty of tenure and regulation, 
ani] not be changed about at the will 
uf une individual. The other great 
measure uf the session was the Report of 
the General Grievance Committer, which 
hid been drawn up by their neighbour, 
Mr. Wem worth, ami lie tuuit say that a 
mure masterly production could uut be 
found, The recommendation* were all 
pasted in Committee- unanimously, and the 
iTtu I ulion s fou ndedon the report were pasted 
in ihe Council by very large majorities. 
Some of the matter* in the report were in 
dispute in the country, and amongst them 
the District Council question. There 
wat no doubt that district government «as 
good, and in Sydney the establishment of 
aldermen and councillors had done good, 

I fur il had improved the moral condition 
of the citizen* generally, in fact, there 
wat no end of the good derivable from 
local government. But then they muil 
be in a proper condition tu receive thit 
good, or else it became a curte 1 and al- 
though it might be good in Maitland and 
other populoui placet, yet it might not be 
good elsewhere, for in some placet it wat 
even impossible to iim! councillor*. The 
machinery of the rounrtls wat only 
adapted for a densely populated country ; 
for in a ihinlv inhabited country the mere 
expenses would swallow up Ihe money that 
was raised. There were some district* in 
which the number of rate-payers did not 
exceed une hundred, and £20 annually 
would be the amount required of them to 
support the expense of their self -govern- 
ment But supposing that they could 
bear the expense, yet the Act made every 
inhabitant a joint stockholder, and every 
single person wat responsible for the whole 
of the Isiei which others had not paid. 
Thit gave the government the power 
over the whole district, and furnished them 
with a mighty engine which they cuuld 
hold in ttrrere* over the head* of »ny 
person in the district who might happen, to 
be refractory. Like the fabled island of 
the Laputans, they could bring it to bear 
upon and cruth whomaoevrr thry wiihrd 1 
for however well they might pay their own 
taxes, still they were lishle to be called on 
for the taxes which othen had not paid 
The treasurer wa* the first in be tilled 
on fur any deficiency, and after him the 
warden and council Ion, and if they n rrr 
insufficient, then any uf the residents of 
Ihe district, at the option of the Govern- 
ment, might be levied upon by diatre** for 
the amount. It perhaps would be ad 
viaable that Ihey should have the manage- 
ment of what were purely local maUrrt, 
tuch a* roads, schools, and partly of the 
police, but yet it would be monstrous thai 
they should be saddled with the enormuu* 
taxation thai ihe expensive machinery of 
the District Councils would entail. Thrre 
w»* already a custom house, wilh the ma- 
chinery in full play, which could rti 
the amount required for the 
Iswrefbtr Ihr plan would be r.o let the In La*; 
away. However rrtjuiiite local manage* 
ni* lit might be, ttill the eipentivt machi- 
nery that it would entail wat not at all 
requitiir. Il wat manifest alto that in 
the long run the town interest would 
swamp that of the country, for they must 
come to the town for their councillor* in 
the end ; and, taking Maitland for an ex- 
ample, Ihey wuuld find that in a few yean 
the whole council would lie composed of 
the gentlemen uf the town, and that the 
whole district would be at the power of the 
town, and he wuuld nor have the district 
taxed for the improvement of the town 1 for 
it would he calling back ihe old system of 
town tyranny which had exercited such ill 
effects all over the world. However gra- 
tifying it might be 10 them to have the 
management of their uwn affair*, yet he 
wa* certain lhat they would find owl after 
1 time I hit ihey bad paid too dear for their 
whistle, and he expected that very shortly 
they would join cordially with him In 
determined opposition to the District 
Council*. With eospect tu ihe other points 
id Use report, then wat but little difference 

of opin ion. The rtrpomi bi 1 ity of the go - 
t eminent bud wet with tott 



but all that wat required was 10 place ihem 
on the same footing at Canada, and tbey 
were willing to be iati*tied even wilh Nir 
Charlet Metcalfe's notion* of responsi- 
bility - but tbey mutt make the government 
sensible that they were the servants uf the 
people, who would have Ihe power to call 
ihem lo account ; not thai they ahould be 
traminrlled by popular control, but only 
thai ihey should not have the power of 
ruining the colony while the Council and 
the people rv ere forced 10 stand by powerless 
and see 11 , and it wuuld be really mon- 
straiuif they, who were a luyal and purely 
British colony, ahould not be placed nn 
the tame fooling aa the rebellious and 
temi- French colony uf Canada. He came 
now lo a disagreeable matter which wuuld 
cause llieui all to suffer 1 he alluded lu the 
disagreement between the Governor and 
Council on the judicial Estimates. In 
the session before hut the Council had 
voted the whole uf the Judicial Estimates 
required of them, with the exception of 
a lion 1 .rfMOO, which was ibc only nutter in 
the estimate upon wliichthey differed; but 
this last session, instead uf asking the 
Council to make provision for the Court* 
of Justice, the Governor took the *ei0.fKHJ 
secured to them by ihe schedule, and then 
asked them for £8000 more in the lump. 
In the charter of Ihe colony it wa* ex- 
preialy staled thai the Council were to 
appropriate the money 10 the diffe rem 
services, and if they were called upon lo 
give £80110 in the lump, ihey might be 
asked next year for £ 1 00,000 in the lump, 
and then an end would be put lo all the 
power of the Council, and ii would be- 
come nothing More than a mere machine, 
A resolution wa* consequently patsed lhat 
they would nut grant the money in the 
lump, nut lhat they would nut give it, bul 
that they would not give it in that shape. 
The Governor had tent them down a 
message to the home, saying, that a* they 
would not grant the money he must cut 
dowu the expenses, lit might have cut 
down without any trouble, and if he felt 
any difficulty on the subject, if he had 
only come to the Council Ihey would have 
shown him where to cut down without any 
inconvenience ; but hit Excellency had cut 
down where il wat not necessary, and 
where it waa likely to beaitended with the 
greatest inconvenience, for he 1 had cut off 
the Registry Office and the expense 1 uf 
tile witnesses, and when the question wa* 
debated iu Council he had had it held out 
lo them that when the witnesae* applied fur 
their expente* they should be told that 
through Messrs Wemworth and Windeyer 
they were lo receive none, so as tu injure 
them at their next rlectiuti ; ur, if lhat 
failed, then at the next sessions there 
would be no witnesses, and thai all the 
rascality of ihe colony wuuld lie let loose 
on toeiety, and lhat the court! of the 
colony wuuld therefore be shut up. Hi* 
pocket wa* thus feelingly appealed to, a* 
from Ihe court* he got his bread and 
cheese, and he and several of his legal 
friend* looked a little blank when they 
talked about shutting upihe courts, for he 
had no great inclination lo take to farm ing, 
for the little he had done in that line had 
been a dead loss , but there wa* no help 
for them. He, for one, wat determined to 
do hit duty, 111 tptlr of the paltry threat* 
held out tu him, ami would not give way 
They had therefore tent word back lo the 
Governor that they would not do what he 
required, bul 1 hat he had mistaken thrm, 
a* their only objection wu 10 pat* ing the 
money in ihe lump. But the Governor, 
in his obstinacy, would not see this, and 
the rxjienie uf the Registry Office wat 
eul off. Mr. Carter, the Registrar tiriiera), 
kept open the office for three months at 
his own expente, and then, finding it too 
heavy, he had appealed to the gentlemen 
of the luwer bar, who in the mujl praise- 
worthy manner had refused tu assist him, 
tay ing, in answer, that Ur. Carter ought 
lo keep the office open, and that Sir 
George Gippa ought tu pay for it. lie 
mutt admire them in Ihe matter, because 
they would lie much out of pocket by the 
closing uf ihe office, the making tod 
registration of conveyance* being 1 main 
source of their income ; actions at law, 
though very expensive to the clirsti, did 
not pay the attorney for hit lime and 
labour \ they had therefore taken a wise 
and noble part in the matter, and he could 
nnt conceive that the Governor would 
take upon himself the leriuu* responsibi- 
lity uf shutting tip the RegitLry Office, 
especially after a fact which he would 
bring under iheir notice. Mr. Went- 
worth seeing the inconvenience likely to 
arise frum there being no office in which 
to register the liens an wool, especially as 
the wool was coining down the country, 
introduced a clause in the Lien 011 Wool 
Act, providing for the regiutraliuii uf liens; 
in ruf of tile shrilling up of the Registry 
Office in the .Supreme Court, where there 
wa* little ur nothing tu do, for the sake of 
remedying any incunveoience thai might 
arise. But ihi* proposition had been re* 
jetted by the Governor, who seemed 
determined to inconvenience them, and 
teemed perfectly carelets whether he en- 
tailed inconvenience, or even ru in, uii ihem. 
That thit wat the spirit that influenced the 
Governor wu further shown by evidence 
which had come out of hit having endea- 
voured 10 set them wrung wilh the govern- 
ment at home. Last year it was proposed 
to give a cnmpeiitatjon to those who had 
bill their situations by reductions made by 
the Council, u il wat a principle in good 
guvernment not to raise an opposition if 
pustible to reform , and it wat only humane 
not to treat public officer* worse than they 
treated their servants, and it was propound lu 
give them a year's salary. This wu pro - 

made, and bitilt were thrown out in the 
Council to the government officers 
lhat if any proposal of compensation 
wa* made to the Council it would lie 
favourably received, and when the pro- 
position wu ultimately made to the 
Council il waa earned unanimously, 
bul in an*wer to thit ihe Governui 
had *eni down a message to the house 
which evaded the question, by slating 
that, according to some rule by which hr 
imagined himself bound, he could not 
give compensation to dismissed police 
magistrate*. This wat uu duubt a very 
good rule for the Governor lo be bound 
by, but the public money wat the property 
of the Ounncil, and they had t right to 
do with it as thry chute, and, u respected 
them, the rule wu absurd. Uu that oc- 
cwion Ihe government officers and nosni- 
nees had supported the addles* for com- 
pensation, aud when 1 lie matter, wa* aguu 



brought before the Council this year they 
most vigoiouily opposed it, some of the 111, 
mi doubt ashamed of themselves, leaving 
the Council when the question was brought 
forward ; but others, tuch a* the Colonial 
Treasurer and eOfiw Ihick and thin tup- 
porters of government, remaining and 
brazening out Ihe opposition to what ihey 
had previously supported, Bul in a shurt 
tune the secret of thit opposition taunt 
out, for a despatch u-sa published, from 
Sir Ueorge Gippt tu Lurd Stanley, in 
which il wu stated that expensive reduc- 
tion* had been made 111 ditfe rent depart - 
menu, without any compensation having 
been offered to those dismissed, and with- 
out any regard lu the promises of the 
Crown. The Cuuncil had, upon teeing 
thit, paned another address to her Majesty, 
saying thai tbey had nut dune what the 
Governor had said they had duur. And 
yet, although the government had thus 
been convicted of m isalatementt, ihey had 
thought it right 10 remain where they 
were, Instead uf going home and hiding 
their heads. In fact, til the checks they 
received were ouly like water thrown on 
a duck's back 7 il made Ihem waggle their 
heads and tails a bit, but thry still re- 
mained where they were. They might, 
however, hope that in future Ihe despatches 
wuuld be penned more carefully, and that 
if any miulatementi did occur il wu in 
be behind their hacks, and wilbuut their 
knowing anything about it And then the 
infantum spy system that had been adopted 
by the surveyors' receiving instructions 
lo report to the government whenever any 
of iheir cow* went over the line of fencing 
without paying the five pounds. He was 
sure that the people and the Council had 
unly to be linn, and all their complaints 
wuuld be put an end 10. Their cue wu 
similar to thai ofa gentleman who had a 
bad overseer . the men might cumplain of 
him lo the muter, but he having confi- 
dence in hit overseer, would nut listen to 
them j but at length so many complaints 
came to him thai he would begin to find 
out that theoverseer must lie in the wrung 
and he would put him aside, or tend him 
somewhere else on tome pretence ur other, 
and a new one Wuuld be appointed. lie, 
for one, fell convinced lhat iheir present 
overseer ought to have been removed long 
ago. But even if he were not removed, 
thry might do a great deal to counteract 
his tnisgnveriiutent, and oaf way ihai had 
been adupted for so duing was by appoint- 
ing the Hon. Mr. Scott as their agent, 
lie wu a gentleman inliiualely connected 
wilh several parties in Ihe I nine goteru- 
meril, and ihere waa uu doubl that he 
would read the brief lhat was sent to hint 
ftorn Ihe colony, aud at there w;ua hand- 
sume fee endorsed upon ihe buck uf il, 
there wu no duubt either thai, like a good 
counsel, he would do hit best to support if, 
and thai he would lei Lord Stanley ur 
whoever happened to be al the head uf 
colonial affairs iutu the other tide of Ihe 
story. Another part of their squabble 
with the Govern or wat on the Custom* 
Bill, and the groundof the squabble was 
as lo the propriety of having fixed penal- 
ties. These penalties, which were heavy, 
were lu be recovered before a bench of 
magiitratea, and he wu certain that any 
sensible bench wuuld not like to have 
such extensive power* given to them, 
especially u no discretion would have 
been given to them in the fines, which 
were 10 have been fixed at a certain 
amuunl,and not varying lotuit thedifferent 
cases. But every ni- ght the Cuuncil had 
been teued with this bill, which had 
become the standing diitl of the session, 
and night after night the Government 
forced ibeir point before them, although 
night after night a majority decided against 
them , but thit ay stem of annoyance was 
kept up in the hope of wearying uut the 
country geutletnen, and this object they 
had nearly accomplished, fur at but the 
opposition foundtheniselve* iua minority, 
from the country uieinl>er* absenting 
themselves fur Ihe shearing j and it was 
then lhat they had cume to the determi- 
nation of having their shearing-tide holi- 
days, and the Council wa* adjourned; 
and, after that, they were again enabled lu 
get a majority. The bill wu ultimately 
abandoned, on account of a clauie which 
had been introduced into it that all the 
funds which had accrued under the bill 
should be paid to the general revenue of 
the culony, instead of the (Jueen, for the 
purposes of ihe colony, u originally pro- 
posed. The reason for the introduction 
of thit clause wu, ihai the Governor had 
laid hit hand* upon tome stTTOtiO, for 
which he refused tu account, a* he called 
them droits of the Crown. The Hawkers 
and cVdltr* Bill hod been rejected uu 
precisely ihe same score. In fact the 
Uuvernur had dune everything in his 
power iu opposition to [hem, while, u 
they were situated, they had no mure 
puwer wilh hiiu than a mouse had in the 
mouth uf a cat . they might indeed make 
themselves felt by giving some vigorous 
bites, but retittaiicr wu actually vain. 
At all events, he thought he had said 
enough to convince tiieuitlial the Cuuncil 
were not lu be charged with obstinacy or 
ignorance of iheculuuj , for the great bulk 
ofthein were men either brought up, or 
w ho had .1 stake in it, and whose property 
was W'holly included in it, in fact, all the 
member* had a large pecuniary stoke Ln 
the coluuy, and if any blame fur ignorance 
wut to be thrown, surely it should be on 
lhat individual whu, being a comparative 
stranger, and having uu interest iu the 
colony, and who could not puttibly have 
ihe tame knowledge of it u I bote who 
had tpeut the greater part or all of their 
live* in it, yet thought that he hu a belter 
judge of what wuuld promote its interests 
than ihe twenty or thirty gentlemen whu | 
were opposed to him. lie hod hum unly 
one more topic, wilh w hich he shoo Id 
conclude 1 this was the educatiun quetlion, 
and he was glad to see thul the anxiety 
unthis uucstioii was uut diminished. They 
wuuld recollect thai the last time he met 
them he bad been unable to give litem a 
satiifactory answer, for he had said that 
he would tuppurt lhat tyiteui which Ihr 
com in unity thought best ; for he had 
always thought that it w*u a auhyecl not 
to be decided by the voice of twenty or 
thirty representatives, however popular, 
but by the voice of the eutntnutiity at 
targe, fur if the people did not coincide 
with theirviewt, it wuuld be found impos- 
sible to work out any scheme , they might 
indeed, establish schools, but could never 
make parents send their ihildren to thrill. 
This was the rrason uf Ins giving his 
vote* at he had done j it wa* bj carry out 



Ihe prayei* of the numerous petition* sent 
ml" the him** on the subject ; and if the) 
had put their name* to petition* which 
Ihey did not intend to support, or if their 
names had been obtained by misrepreseii- 
taliun, as he had uu duubt many of Iheiu 
had been, they unght not lo find fault with 
him for endeavouring to carry out their 
expressed opinion. He had himself 
thought thai the general tytlein wuuld Ire 
the best every where, but thai in the 
tuuntry parts it wu (he only one that 
cuuld be established , but looking at the 
immense nuiuliers who had signed the 
petitions presented, he had riot wished tu 
overthrow at one *woop the nuiuerou* 
denominational school! in the coluuy. In 
•Sydney, where there were to many, he 
did not like to tee those established upset, 
until others had been reared up to take 
iheir places, nor did he wish lo set up hi* 
Opinion against what teemed Ihe general 
expressed wish uf the colony. He had 
proposed what he thought a half-way 
course, to u to give Ihe general system a 
trial, but yet lu leave the ettablithed 
denominalion*! tclionls undisturbed, but a 
motion of Mr- WenlwurtlT* had been 
carried adopting the general system. 
When Ihe Estimates, however, cam* un- 
der consideration, the sums were voted 
iu the old way, and the rewlutiuns uf the 
Cuuncil were not carried out , and it wu 
then proposed lhat a turn should be 
granted for the purpose of establishing a 
whool on the general ay stem uf education, 
but thit ihe Uovernor had refused tu du ; 
he wu sorry for il, and 110 reason for ihe 
refusal had been given. Whether hit Kx- 
cellency might have thought that Iht 
voice of the people wu opposed tu it, he 
ruuld not say, hut he wu quite certain 
that the voice uf the clergy wu opposed 
tu it, fur tu a man thry exerted themselves 
against tlie sytleiu. Bul even the clergy 
agreed lhat if a general lyslem wu es- 
tablished, clergymen uf every denuinina- 
liun should be excluded from the schools, 
fie wu afraid thai the motion he had 
proposed, lieing a half-and-half measure, 
might please neither party, yet what he 
had done had been done with the view of 
meeting what teemed lu be the wishes of 
all, and if Ihey had expreased their wiihei 
improperly, he must again urge on them 
thai tbey ought not to call him lo accuunt 
for following Ihem. In conclusion, he 
would nuw say, that he should feel happy 
to give replies to any questions that any 
gentleman might choose to ask him, at to 
the reatont of his volet during Lhe tut 
teuton, or the motive! that influenced him. 
They were entitled tu kuuw hi* reasons, 
and he wu desirous that they should, for 
even though ihey disliked hi* vote, still 
they might forgive it when they heard the 
reasons for it. The honorable member 
then sal down amuUt luud applause. 

Mr. Pergutsun, in a few word*, pro- 
jijieJ ■ vole of thank* to the honorable 
member for Durham for the manner lu 
which he had come forward and explained 
hi* conduct to his constituent*, and the 
good example he had set to others. 

Captain Biddulph seconded the propo- 
sition, and uid that throughout the 
county the conduct uf the honorable gen- 
tlemen wu highly approved of by hit 
constituent*, and he wu tore that he must 
have felt it wu so during hi* tour through; 
it. 

Mr, H. Carraichael came forward to 
support the resolution, tnd uid that the 
pre tent wu the second time lhat lhe bon. 
member had come forward to meet them' 
and give an accuunt of hit stewardship, 
and he wu happy to hear also that hit 1 
example had been followed by one hon.' 
in ember (Dr, Lang), and he hoped thai 
the plan would extend. On the subject of 
education, he would say that whilst he 
gave Mr, Windeyer credit for all the good 
inteiitiont he bad expressed, vet that 
education not only ought to be, but must 
be, conducted on very different principles' 
from the present. 1 1 wa* a subject of 
paramount importance, and one that could 
nol receive too much consideration, Whilst 
there wu 10 strong a party against them, 
it would receive a check, but in the end 
they mu*l be heard ; and it wa* the duty 
of every individual, how ever humble, to let 
hit voice be heard, and to aid m obtaining 
what wu aa much required. The great 
point tube urged wat tu separate the teach- 
ing of opinions from the teaching of mere 
knowledge, and until thit wu done, they 
never would be able to establish a general 
prin eipal upuu which to conduct education. 
He wuuld not say, however, that religion 
was to be rejected by familiet for their 
children ; far be it from him to say to , 
bin there would be limes and opportuni- 
ties enough for religious instruction with- 
out interfering in the school. He would 
nuw 
lion. 

The Chairman then put the resolution 
to the meeting, which was carried by ac- 
clainatiou. 

Mr Windeyer briefly returned thanks. 
In answer lo a question from Captain 
Biddulph, Mr. Windeyer uid, no far from 
any inconvenience being felt by the aboli- 
tion uf the riolice magistrates, that in the 
cuunty of Durham the uupaid magistrate! 
attended to their duties much better than 
when they had a police magistrate amongst 
them. There had been, ts might have 
been expected, tome little difficulties tu gel 
over in the tirit instance, but they wete 
nuw happily ended. 

Captain Hiddulph having taken the 
chair, on lhe vacation of Mr. C. M, Doyle, 
Mr. Ferguson moved, and Mr. A. Lang 
seconded, a vote of thanks to the Chairman, 
which wat carried unanimously, and the 
meeting then adjourned.

But 
we believe the root of the evil lie* bejoad 
the tbopt. It originates with a clasaaf 
individual* who have only been clearly 
defined within the last two or three yean 
by HlttheoDd, /WA, and other great 
authorities, — we mean the ■■ (jeun." Th, 
word is in itself an at roc tout vulgarism - 
ihe vulgarity of the class it implies still 
more to. Nor do we coonr* the tern te 
the male tea alone ; we could, If requisite 
prove that a female " gent" may be by on 
mean*, an apocryphal or impossible cat- 
racier. The males offer, however, the 
best typet, although Ihe attributei of tntb 
are the same, and to them wt chtslv 
allude. 1 

The endeavour to imitate closely those 
above us is at present a pre vailing evil fa, 
English life, altJiouth,iu some catet, edu- 
cation and intelligence carry it thissnsli 
bettrrthantheothen. The"genu" inn 
empty fellows, of no position or qualifies, 
tion* fur tuch an attempt ; but they tried 
to imitate the ftiUUmt* chiefly by conyia> 
their dress ; in no other way could they 
do Ii. But their meant not being Door- 
men su rate with their ambition, althcub 
the shopkeepers got up cheap copies of 
the most fashionable, toilttttt, they wsn 
timid at going in to buy them, until the 
tradesmen found it necessary to ticket 
their goodi, that the genu might be con- 
vinced of the cheap iplendour. At agon 
u the gentlemen taw thit tbey discarded 
the articles of dress thus imitated , du* 
the genls did nut perceive, but came out 
stronger than ever, and began to vie wan 
each other in Ihe cheap srad tawdry 
splash of their holiday costume*. Aid 
then the ticket eruption broke fortli 
proportionately j odd article* of drta, 
intended for the gents alone, and etch 
preceded by the odious monosyllable, ap- 
peared in the. window*. " Opera ties" 
never, certainly, admissible there j " cost- 
stud*" made like snafltea. keys, dogs' 
heads, and whips, ' elegant, new siylt, 
7s. fid. ," or " the fashion, lOt,," applied 
to waistcoats fitted only for a Mty dsj 
" my I.in-d," where a distinguished effect 
wu sought, by cutting the pockets, or 
putting on the button* in an outlandish 
manner -, tawdry blue and figured stocks ; 
comical cloth boots, wilh little pearl thin 
buttons Closely put together all dowi 
them, and labelled " Latest Paris fashions" 
— all these thing*, biased ia the window*, 
and the ticket war commenced between 
different establishments, extending gra- 
dual ly to the humble tt a nit its, until 
opposition drove retailers to tba tricks 
and money-trap* daily exposed at lbs 
police court* 1 For, aa 
there was the same emulation in the f 
world to aspire and imitate. 

The well thinking and sensible public 
have a remedy in their own hand*. Tbtf 
cannot put down the " gent*," but thry 
can forsake ticketed shops t we have our- 
selves done so a long time, and find it by 
far the cheapest plan. Let than) not be 
allured by promises uf " money ko be re- 
turned if the article* are not approved."
